On May 8, 1973 > the occupation 
ended by the surrender of the 
remaining occupants. ' More than 
200 arrests were made in connectlai 
with the occupation.

-He gained the confidence of several AIM leaders and 
they sought out his opinion of -military matters;"' Thdyrpeqtterated*- * 
his advice concerning the location of defensive trenches and 
bunkers and asked him other questions concerning military type 
organization- of the group. He discussed, with AIM members , the- 
detail of bunker construction and he was asked his opinion as to 
how to construct bunkers and if OS type gas -woul-d—be— i-nef f- ective- 
if used, against the bunkers. It was agreed by the AIM members 
that if the trenches were three feet deep and had lateral trenches 
which were at ninety degree angles, the CS gas would be ineffective 
They believed that CS gas would not sink below the three feet 
level and, therefore, any individual at the bottom of the trench 
would not be effected by the tear gas. .

He observed that the AIM militants had approximately 
h< Indian males who formed \*hat they called their Assault or 
Defensive team. These k£ men were roughly divided into squads. 
The qualification for squad leader was that this person saould 
have served two tours of military combat duty in Vietnam. 

On several occasions, he had a conversation with an 
Indian male, who is a member of the Assault team and this 
individual told him he had attended a guerrilla warfare school 
run by the Weatherman in the State of New Mexico. The length 
of the school was eight weeks. . 

Weatherman, formerly a 
faction of Students far a Democratic 
Socity (SDS) controlled the SDS National 
Office from June, 1969, until its 
closing in February, 1970. Weatherman 
then entered an underground status and 
- adopted a tactic of "strategic sabotage, 
with police and military installations 
designated as primary targets. 

On one occasion, he overheard a conversation where 
a discussion was held concerning thoughts to form the National 
Militant Organization. This national organization would be 
organized along the guidelines of those used at Wounded Knee, 
South Dakota. The geographical, areas would be called battalion 
areas and they would be located as follows:

Formulating school milk programs such as sponsored by 
the Black Panthers was also mentioned during this conversation. 

Attempts were made to enlist support from the Chicano 
Movement headquarters in Denver, Colorado.

Special Agents v;ere present at a press conference 
held by RUSSELL MEANS at Tulsa, Oklahoma, on April 21, 10 73, 
MEANS was heard to make the following statements: 

The United States recently proposed in the United 
Nations that because of treaty violations by North Vietnanese, 
the recent treaty between the two nations was no longer appli- 
cable. He stated the Indians were now saying the sane thing. 
After 105 years of treaty violations , the Indians at Wounded 
Knee and the people of Oklahoma have said the United States 1 
treaties with the Indians are no longer valid. He said they 
were going to militarily take over the western half of South 
Dakota. 

Vlhen asked by a reporter if the ?Jational Amedcan 
Indian Movement (AIM) Convention would be held at Pavmee, 
Oklahoma, in May, 1973, MEANS stated national conventions 
would be held in Pavmee, Oklahoma, Wounded ICnee, South Dakota, 
and in British Columbia. 

V/hen asked if he would enter the Indian campgrounds 
at Pawnee, Oklahoma, on May 1, 1973, even though AIM has been 
barred from using the grounds, he stated he would enter the 
grounds on that date. He said whether other Indians would enter 
the grounds would be up to the individual Indian. 

He stated that he had just been to Cleveland, Ohio, 
talking to white and black organizations. 

He said that in the past 43 hours, a change had come 
about in the Indian movement. 

When asked if he was prepared for violence in talcing 
over western South Dakota, MEANS said anyone who has been at 
Wounded Knee is ready for anything. 

lie stated that Indians at Pawnee, Oklahoma, who oppose 
the holding of the AIM Convention there are "apples," that is 
red on the outside and white on the inside.
